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Cover: Photograph from the papers of Donald Hunter (CMAC/PP/HUNIC. 1/86), a 
collection catalogued during the year. It depicts patients at the London Hospital 
c.1926, with various conditions, including acromegaly, achondroplasia, and cre- 
tinism. Case notes for several of these patients are to be found in the extensive 
series of case notes and reference files, which concern diseases and conditions 
seen at the London Hospital in the 1920s and 1930s, especially those associated 
with occupational hazards (Hunter’s area of expertise), as well as dermatological 
and osteopathic conditions. The case notes, with photographs and notes giving 
family, occupational and social details, as well as medical information about the 
patient, provide a vivid aie of the ee bead served by the Hospital, and are 
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Photograph from the papers of Rachel Barnes (1881-1981), probably taken 
during her midwifery training at the City of London Lying-in Hospital c.1914 
[CMACISA/HVAIG. 1/19]. The papers of Nurse Barnes, who went on to 
qualify as a health visitor, are one among a small group of papers of indivduai 
health visitors which are included in the archive of the 
Health Visitors’ Association. 


INTRODUCTION 


In this, the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre’s 15th year, it is 
good to report that we are thriving, both internally, in terms of the 
activities and morale of the department, and externally in regard to the 
research use and appreciation of the Centre’s archive holdings. The 
number of readers continues to rise (221 from 191 the previous year), 
as does the number of items produced by stack and archive staff (6000 
from 3900). The statistics for the number of reader-visits to the Poynter 
Room to consult the Library’s rare materials, record that CMAC readers 
are second only to Early Printed Books in reader-visits, February being 


our busiest month with ¢.125 reader visits. 


While the number of new accessions is slightly down on last year (54 
rather than 77), this is still more than enough to keep us all busy trans- 
ferring, sorting, maintaining, making interim lists and updating location 
information as well as cataloguing the smaller accessions as soon as poss- 
ible. Acquisitions of note this year include the first accession of papers of 
Sir Harold Himsworth KCB, FRS, medical scientist and administrator, 
who succeeded Sir Edward Mellanby as Secretary of the Medical 
Research Council in 1949. A further major accession was that of the 
Mental Aftercare Association, founded in 1879. It is particularly pleasing 
that this collection can be used alongside other collections in the Centre 
with related community health relevance, such as the Health Visitors’ 
Association. As usual, a proportion of the accessions, such as the Medical 
Women’s Federation material, were additions to collections already here. 
This year we also received the first major accession of additional material 
from the Royal Army Medical Corps since the transfer of their 
Muniment Collection in 1987. 


Following the publication of a series of articles in The Biochemist in the 
autumn of 1993, the Archivist approached the contributors to see 
whether they had any surviving papers of their research work with the 
Lister Institute. This yielded two small accessions of interest (from 


Professor Leslie Collier and Drs Jean and Derek Dolby), plus the 


promise of additional material. In June 1994 a large quantity of volumes 
recording horse dosages and other serum information, dating from 
1904, were rescued from the old stable block of the Lister Institute at 
Elstree, and these have had conservation attention and been incorpor- 


ated into the Lister Institute archive. 


A number of records of general practice have been offered to the Centre 
following an initiative of Dr Michael Bevan, a researcher based at the 
Wellcome Unit, Oxford, who contacted members of the Royal College of 
General Practitioners, alerting them to the scarcity of GP records, and 
suggesting that the CMAC might consider housing some. 


The single most important change in the Centre this year has been the 
increase in staff: Isobel Hunter joined us permanently on 1 October 
and Jennifer Smith was appointed to a temporary cataloguing post in 
September 1993. Not only has this helped immensely with reader 
enquiries and the routine handling of the collections, but cataloguing of 
large collections has moved on apace. Isobel completed both the 
Physiological Society and the Cicely Williams lists and is well advanced 
with two other large collections; Jennifer Smith completed lists of the 
Health Visitors’ Association, Group Analytic Society, Foulkes and 
Bowlby papers. The families and depositors of these collections have 
expressed their gratitude for the work done and these collections are 


already in demand. 


We are also pleased that conservation work over the year has been poss- 
ible, and look forward to being able to have more conservation undertaken 
by outside contract, with the arrangement of an annual budget via the 
Conservation Department in the Institute (which cannot handle all the 
Library Departments’ conservation needs each year). The Physiological 
Society has agreed to finance the binding of a large number of its minutes, 
and the Health Visitors’ Association, whose minutes are in very poor con- 
dition, has agreed to investigate the possibility of obtaining some funding. 


A less successful item to report concerns the Hospital Records Project. 


The Public Record Office finally handed over the updated SMART 


database, but there are serious problems with this new software, and it 
appears unlikely that these will be resolved by the PRO, given its other 
commitments. The Trust’s Information Systems Department is hopeful 
of helping us with this in 1995, so we are not entirely downcast, and 


remain keen to get the Project running again with more positive input. 


The Institute’s exhibition “Birth and Breeding’ attracted considerable inter- 
est and was an excellent forum for illustrating some of the materials that 
survive in contemporary archives. It was a pleasure to be able to invite the 
donors and depositors of the archives displayed. We are especially grateful 
to Ken Arnold, the Exhibition Officer, for his imaginative presentation of 
the material. The exhibition was open in November, during the British 
Records Association’s annual meeting, this year on the topic ‘Archives of 
Medicine and Health’, which was held in the Wellcome Building. Lesley 
Hall was one of the speakers at the meeting, and has given a number of 
talks elsewhere on aspects of her research interests in sexuality and on 
women in the medical profession. While she is now familiar with public 
lectures, not all of the archivists are such frequent speakers, and we have all 
been grateful for the advice and training from Professional Presentations. 
Julia Sheppard also found a course on managing small professional teams 
very helpful. But it is the team itself which has been the outstanding clue 
to the success of our efforts this year, and the dedication and commitment 
of the archivists and the invaluable support of Tracy Tillotson, our depart- 
mental secretary, cannot pass without my comment and thanks.

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FINDING AIDS 
The additional staff in the CMAC has meant that the backlog of 


listing has begun to be tackled and some of the important new 
accessions have been listed, or at least an interim box list produced, 


shortly after their arrival. 


This activity and high level of production owes a great deal to the 
high standard of word processing by Tracy Tillotson, who is 
responsible for standardization and producing the final layout of 
the lists, most of which she now receives on disc from the 


archivists. 


Lesley Hall completed the indexes of correspondents to the 
Strangeways Research Laboratory archive (SA/SRL) and Honor 
Fell’s papers (PP/HBF). Listing of Sir Peter Medawar’s papers 
(PP/PBM) was completed and an index of the correspondence 
compiled: the list was sent to the family for comment. Some addi- 
tional annual reports and Council minutes of the Eugenics Society 
were incorporated into the existing list and additional papers of the 


Society for Social Medicine were added to that list (SA/SSM). 


The additional (and, it is presumed, final) accession of material 
relating to the Pioneer Health Centre, George Scott Williamson 
and Innes Hope Pearse (SA/P/7C), was incorporated into the exist- 
ing collection and the list revised. The assistance of Mary 
Langman, a member of the Centre and George Scott Williamson's 
former secretary, was called upon, as was the expertise of Rev J] D 
Trotter, to help with some problems of attribution, dating and 
arrangement. Final assignment of reference numbers can take place 


in the not too distant future. 


Work began on sorting the latest accession of archives of the 
Medical Women’s Federation (SA/MWF), which will be an impor- 
tant addition to the existing collection. Interim lists to some sec- 


tions are already available. 
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It was agreed during the year that Lesley Hall, with Tracy Tillotson’s 
help, would input the data on the Parkes Weber collection onto 
CARDBOxX, a powerful sorting programme, but delays with the 
installation of CARDBOX have prevented progress with this. 


Isobel Hunter finished the catalogue of the Physiological Society 
archives (SA/PHY), although some problems still remain over access 
to certain sections of this collection: the CMAC awaits information 
from the Society about which parts of the actual list they feel should 


remain closed, and pending this the list cannot be made available. 


The extremely chaotic but important collection of papers of 
Cicely Williams (PP/CDW) were sorted and listed. The list of the 
papers of Professor Donald Hunter (PP/HUN), largely concern- 
ing occupational medicine, awaits the comments of his family 


before completion. 


A start has been made on the papers of Rev Dr Hugh Trowell 
(PP/HCT) which complement the Cicely Williams papers. 


She also catalogued a number of smaller collections, and prepared 
the list of the volumes of the Serum Department of the Lister 
Institute, found in a stable on the former site of the Institute in 


Elstree, for incorporation into the existing list (SA/LIS). 


Shirley Dixon catalogued the papers of the Research Board for the 
Correlation of Medical Science and Physical Education (SA/RBC), 
the papers of Percy Shute (W77/PGS) and Sir Rickard Christophers 
(GC/I61) and a number of smaller general collections and general 
practice papers (GC/157, 159, 162, 166, 167, GP/15—17). She is cur- 
rently working on the papers of Dr Denis Burkitt (W77/DPB). 
Shirley is also responsible for overseeing the updating and correc- 


tions to existing lists and sources leaflets. 


Jenny Smith is making an important contribution to catching up 
with the backlog of uncatalogued collections, the task for which she 
was appointed. She has sorted, arranged and listed the large archive 


of the Health Visitors’ Association (SA/HVA) as well as re-sorting 
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and listing the complex collections of papers of S H Foulkes 
(PP/SHF) and the closely connected archives of the Group Analytic 
Society (SA/GAS). She has already produced a list which only needs 
final polishing of the papers of John Bowlby (PP/BOW), a large and 
important collection about which the CMAC has already had a 
number of enquiries from researchers. Additionally Jenny has nearly 
finished catalogues of a number of smaller collections: the Royal 
Commission on Medical Education (SA/CME), the archives of the 
1942 Club (SA/FTC) and the papers of Dr Hugh Jolly (GC/143). 


An archive student, Dee Cook, sorted and arranged the papers of Sir 
Edward Pochin (PP/EEP), and produced a preliminary list as a 
work-experience project for the University College course. Following 
some editing to bring it into consistency with in-house conventions, 


the list is now available to researchers. 


An in-house manual on listing has been drafted: it will be useful not 
only for the archivists to standardize listing, but also for trainee 


archivists. 


Although no new Sources leaflets appeared during the year in review, 
existing leaflets underwent continuous updating as new collections of 
relevance were acquired and catalogued. Further leaflets in this series 
are planned and several are in active preparation. The leaflets are prov- 


ing very popular and an invaluable entry point for readers. 


The Guide, which is by now nearly four years out of date, is in the 
process of expansion and revision: it will cover all CMAC holdings 
up to the end of 1994 and we hope will appear by spring 1995. It is 
intended that WILDCAT, the WIHM Library Computer 
Catalogue will hold entries from this catalogue, which can then 


receive wider publicity via Internet.

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READERSHIP AND COLLECTION USE 


| A total of 221 readers (not including Institute staff) used material from 
CMAC collections (including RAMC and Wellcome Archives) during 
the period 1 October 1993 — 30 September 1994. This compared with 
191 readers for the same period the previous year. Of the total, 160 
readers used CMAC, 13 readers used WI/HSW collections (3 used 
CMAC and WI or HSW material), and 68 used RAMC (16 used items 
from both CMAC and RAMC). As always, some readers who complet- 


ed undertakings did not consult archives during the year in question. 


During this period the library was closed for 3 weeks in August (as 
opposed to 6 weeks during 1992). 


2 The production of material via the tunnel from Bentley House contin- 
ued to be undertaken by the Library stack staff this year c.1200 boxes 
(746 of which were from the RAMC Collection) were transported, com- 
pared to c.1120 boxes the previous year. The archive staff were involved 
in the separation and production of c.6000 items to the readers com- 
pared with c.3900 the previous year. While this is a time-consuming task, 
we believe that it is important not to give readers more than they request, 
and it also places far Jess pressure on the supervisor in the Poynter Room 
who would otherwise have to issue a far larger number of boxes.

Staff use: 173 boxes (72 of which RAMC) were used by CMAC staff 
other than for the purpose of listing or indexing; for research, reader 
queries, photocopying, etc. Another 20 boxes were used by other 
members of the library staff, but the greatest use was by Ken Arnold 
with over 200 items used for WIHM exhibitions.

Hospital Records Project 


In March this year the transfer of the data to SMART software finally 
took place: the PRO had been working on the conversion for some years. 
It had been hoped that the many discussions that we had had with the 
PRO’s IT Department would have ironed out difficulties with the pro- 
gramming, but we were disappointed to discover that there remain serious 
problems in our using the new database. Most importantly, on criteria 
searches it fails to come up with the relevant data. The single main advan- 
tage with SMART is that it can search on former names of hospitals at the 


same time as on present names. 


We are now in the situation that we are forced to continue to use our old 
DBase III software (which does not contain the full number of entry 
records) as well as SMART. 


It is clear that the PRO are unable to assist us with these problems or with 
improving the software at the moment because of pressures on their IT 
Department. In addition updating of the database has ceased and there is 
now a backlog of additional information to be input. Susan Shaw, the 
Liaison Officer with whom we have been working, has now moved post 
within the office and the current Liaison Officer is David Leitch. 


The CMAC have had discussions with Gill Becker of the Wellcome Trust 
Information Systems Department who hopes to be able to give some staff 
time to this, and in the long term a request for a grant from the Trust may 


be necessary. 


In the meantime the database continues to be used frequently by staff to 
answer public queries, and on occasion researchers are given access to our 
offices in order to use the database. One German visitor expressed admi- 
ration for the Project which he found very helpful in his research.

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CONSERVATION 


Conservation work proceeded with outside visits from Gray’s, 
Graham Bignell, Shepherd’s and Sheila Fairbrass, to look at the 
Physiological Society and HVA archives. Work was started on some 
of the worst of the HVA minute books, which cannot be produced 


to readers in their present condition. 


Conservation work was undertaken on items from 16 collections. 
We have concentrated on items which were not easy to store because 
of their condition, or which had been poorly repaired with sellotape 
in the past. New folders and boxes have been made. This included 
flattening several large items from the FPA archive and RAMC 


Muniment Collection. 


The Physiological Society has agreed to support the cost of conserva- 
tion work on its own archives, which will be an estimated c.£10 000. 


Two sheets from a Boer War photograph album in the RAMC 
Collection (RAMC 480/4) awaiting photography by the Wellcome 
Centre’s Photographic Library were unfortunately damaged by 
chemicals due to a leak. The Conservation Department undertook 
an emergency cleaning, but three of the photographs remain perma- 
nently damaged. It is to be hoped that with the new storage arrange- 
ments for the Photographic Library in 210 Euston Road, this kind 


of incident will not recur. 


At our request Barbara Luff of the Conservation Department under- 
took a survey of the photographic holdings of CMAC and prepared 
a useful report on the present storage and condition of the pho- 
tographs. While very few are at actual risk from loss of image, prob- 
lems have been identified with the present methods of storage. 
Secol sleeves have been used to a large extent, but in general there 
could be improvements in the containers and additionally duplicate 
copies made of some of the prints in albums. The RAMC collection 
has a great number of these in need of attention. It is our intention 


to ensure that some work is done on the photographs every year. 
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6 Following discussions within the Library about the most effective way 
of arranging for conservation work for all the departments, it was 
agreed that a rota system of work undertaken in-house would operate 
alongside direct funding to other departments on an annual basis. The 
CMAC will therefore receive £8000 during 1994/95 to use on conser- 
vation work, mostly to be undertaken by recommended conservators, 
although some may be undertaken by freelance conservators based in 
the WIHM Conservation Department.

| The addition of Isobel Hunter to the permanent staff of the Centre 
from 1 October has helped the CMAC enormously. Isobel has been 
able to undertake cataloguing of several collections and has taken 
responsibility for overseeing the photo-copying and photographic 
orders for the CMAC as well as updating stack shelf lists for Bentley 
House. Isobel now joins three other archivists in supervising users of 
rare materials including archives in the Poynter Room of the Library, 
the CMAC therefore covering 2 out of 5 days a week, which prob-ably 
reflects the usage of CMAC materials. 


2 Jennifer Smith joined the CMAC a few days before Isobel on a two- 
year post to catalogue some of our larger collections. Already she has 
made a significant impact on the collections awaiting cataloguing, 
notably the archives of the Health Visitors Association (94 boxes), the 
papers of S H Foulkes (33 boxes) of the Group Analytic Society (18 
boxes) and of Dr John Bowlby (PP/BOW). Jenny has also taken her 
share of assisting with the production and storage of archives for read- 
ers and does a lunchtime supervisory duty in the Poynter Room of the 
Library. 

3 Saturday morning opening of the library started in October and two of 
the CMAC joined the rota of supervising in the Poynter Room. This 
of course has some repercussions in that time-off in lieu is taken during 
the week, but this has not adversely affected our reader services. Reader 
figures on Saturdays are fairly small, but it is hoped that numbers will 
increase: CMAC readers need to order archives in advance of attending 
on Saturday mornings, as they already do for Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings. 

4 Tracy Tillotson has continued to give us all invaluable support, both 
with her word processing skills and by acting as a point of contact for 
the department. She now assists with filing, attends CMAC meetings 
to take minutes, routinely takes phone messages, and is increasingly 
knowledgeable about the work of the department overall. Her assis- 
tance with the approaches to numerous solicitors, occasioned by the 
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condition of deposit of the Stallworthy Papers, was particularly helpful 
and we will undoubtedly turn to her for assistance with the Trust’s 
adoption of Microsoft Word Processing and the implications this has 
for our catalogues, currently in WordPerfect. 


We were pleased to receive Dee Cook, a UCL archive student, for a list- 
ing placement with us at the end of January. She unfortunately hurt her 
back while at Senate House Library, and had to finish her list in May. 


Kate Hallett, also from UCL, did a week’s placement on general 
office administration and procedures in the CMAC and Library, 
14-18 March. 


We are frequently asked to present papers or give talks in the Wellcome 
Institute and elsewhere, thus we have been fortunate that the Trust 
approved that all the archivists could have some training in presenta- 
tion skills, courtesy of Sarah Wallace and Roxanna Fry of Professional 
Presentations. The course has helped each of us develop skills in public 
speaking, and several of us have already recognized the benefit of this 
when subsequently giving papers. 

Tracy Tillotson undertook advanced MACREX training. 


In February Julia Sheppard was also able to attend a short course 
designed for training in managing small professional teams which was 
run by the Industrial Society. It covered various issues such as assess- 
ment of skills, motivation, application, communication, consultation 
and decision making, managing meetings, appraisal, delegation and 
time management. The timing of this course has been very helpful: 
although there are only six in our ‘team’ (if Tracy Tillotson is included), 
this is still a far cry from the CMAC of two archivists, and the need to 
ensure smooth and efficient exchange of information is vital in such a 


busy department. 


During the year the Wellcome Trust job evaluation scheme involv- 
ing the assessment of posts throughout the organization took place 
in order for the Trust to introduce a new set of salary scales. 
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OTHER 


The Exhibition “Birth and Breeding: the politics of reproduction’ 
was opened on 14 October. Mounted by the Institute’s exhibitions 
officer, Ken Arnold, it used six collections from the CMAC (The 
Eugenics Society, Family Planning Association, Abortion Law 
Reform Association, Marie Stopes, Grantly Dick Read and National 
Birthday Trust Fund collections). The opportunity was given at the 
opening to invite many associated with the donations and deposits 


exhibited, including Harry Stopes-Roe and Lady Medawar. 


A small temporary exhibition was mounted in the library from 22 
November to 8 December displaying items from the RAMC 
Muniment collection. This was planned to coincide with a visit 
from the RAMC Historical Society on the evening of 24 November 
when a tour and short talks were given by Shirley Dixon and Julia 
Sheppard as well as other members of the library staff. 


Items from the Sharpey Schafer (PP/ESS) papers were used in an 
exhibition mounted in the library 10-11 March on ‘100 Years of 
Adrenaline’. 


The British Records Association Annual Conference ‘Archives in 
Sickness and Health: Medical records as sources’ was held in the 
WIHM 29-30 November, co-organized by Julia Sheppard. It 
attracted 150 participants and was both informative and enjoyable. 
It was fortuitous that two exhibitions mentioned above were on dis- 
play at the time. Participants were also encouraged to visit the 
Science for Life exhibition. 

Lesley Hall co-organized the Society for the Social History of 
Medicine Day Conference, “The Body and Beyond: the construc- 
tion and violation of bodily boundaries’, Birkbeck College, 16 April 
1994, and is co-editing a volume based on this with Dr Frank 
Dikotter of SOAS. 

Michael Clark assisted the CMAC with advice about the copying 
and showing of various films. We also discussed the WIHM tape 
recordings, which include one of Florence Nightingale, plus many 
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of symposia held at the WIHM. These are currently held in the 
CMAC store although access is difficult because there is no ade- 
quate catalogue. The possibility of these being catalogued was 
raised, but funding from the Trust was not forthcoming. 


7 The archive of the Royal Institute of Public Health and Hygiene was 
re-sorted and partially boxed by students from UCL School of Library 
Archive and Information Studies as a 2-day project in January, and was 
re-listed by Julia Sheppard with the assistance of Clare Ryder from the 
School. It is hoped that an archive student will undertake a more 
detailed listing as a special project during 1995. 

8 The CMAC investigated present availability of computer applica- 
tions for archives, and visits were made to see ARCHWAY and 
MODES. As yet there is no software package that answers our needs 
and, although programmes continue to be developed by other 
repositories, we will continue to monitor the scene and concentrate 
on developing exchange of catalogue information via Janet and 
Internet for the time being. 

9 CARDBOX was set up on Julia Sheppard’s computer in March and 
has been invaluable as an index for mail and phone numbers. It was 
hoped that with networking or file-sharing within the CMAC this 
facility could have been used by the rest of the department. Changes 
in our computers and the introduction of Windows and Word to 
replace WordPerfect, scheduled for late 1994 will finally make a net- 
work within the CMAC possible, which will dramatically improve 
departmental communication over shelf lists, catalogues and corre- 
spondence. 

10 Internal lunchtime talks on the CMAC were given by staff to other 
departments of the Library (Iconography Videodisc Project, MOBS 
and Reader Services) to exchange information on activities in the 
Library. 

11 The CMAC assisted the library staff with their book shelf check 
held during the library closure 1-20 August and also undertook its 


own stack check during this period. 
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
